Pittsburgh, October 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—The black em- 


blem of the Pirates flies aloft tonight | 


while a daring swash-buckling crew 
rules the baseball world for the first | 
time in 16 years. 

Through the haze of a rain-soaked 
furiously dramatic struggle on Forbes 
field this afternoon, these ruthless 
Buecaneers — Pittsburgh’s National 


league titleholders—beat down the re- | 


sistance of their greatest foeman, Wal- 
ter Johnson, and riddled the Washing- 
ton craft with defeat by a score of 
to 7 in the seventh and deciding 
game in the world’s series. 

Forty-two thousand frenzied fans, 
fired to high pitch of enthusiasm, 
watched this terrific, hand-to-hand 
fight under adverse conditions which 
have had few if any parallels in cham- 
pionship annals. They looked on, 
then broke loose afterward in a wild 
demonstration of joy, breaking 
through the wire screens to swarm on 
the field where the Pirate attack, 
dominant and flashing, similarly had 
broken .through all barriers to drive 
the Senators from the baseball heights 
and complete the greatest comeback 
any series ever has known. 

Cuyler Decided Issue. 

In the final rush over the Wash- 
ington ramparts, Hazen (Kiki) Cuy- 
ler, a dark-browned, dashing young 
freebooter, struck the blow that de- 
cided the battle, a two-base thrust 
down the right field foui line in the 
eighth inning with the bases full, two 
out and the score deadlocked, bring- 
ing over Carson Bigbee and Eddie 
Moore with the deciding runs and 
frustrating the greatest goal of the 
old master, Johnson.

Mr. Napier’s opinion, based upon 
decisions of Justice Hines and Justice 
Samuel Lumpkin, of the Georgia su- 
preme court, which upheld validity of 
acts of the legislature in similar cases, 
states that courts have repeatedly held 
that if there be any doubt in the 
mind of the court as to the constitt- 
tionality of a given act of the general 
assembly, the existence of the doubt 
itself should resolve the decision in 
favor of the validity of the act. 

“The supreme court of this state 
has held, in terms, that we should go 
ivery slowly in holding that an act of 
the legislature raising taxes, ‘on which 
the life blood of the state depends,’ is 
invalid or untonstitutional, With 
equal dignity and force, it would seem 
that the courts should sustain laws 
which look to the relief of the people 
from any burden of taxation, even if 
that burden should be in the form cf 
death taxes,’ the attorney general 
said. 

Mr. Napier pointed out that 
caption of~the recent act states, 
provide that no additional inherit- 
ance or estate tax shall be levied by 
the state,”’ and that Section 5 reads as 
follows: “Be it further enacted, That 
there shall be no other inheritance tax 
assessed or collected out of estates un- 
der the laws of this state.”

The security conference adopted the 
final text of the Rhineland pact 


are virtually assured of adoption. It 
is planned to submit all five docu- 
ments to the conference Saturday, to 
be initialed preliminary to their dis- 
patch to the respective capitals, where 
they will be passed upon by cabinets 
and parliaments. 

Although the Poles, Czechs and 
Germans still are separated by various 
differences regarding their treaties, 
full agreement is expected before Fri- 
day, when it is planned to examine 
the final drafts of the various agree- 
ments. 

With these facts established, it may 
be said literally that the war has 
ended after 11 years of military or 
economie turmoil in the old world. 
Only a reversal such as the 
treaty of Versailles when the United 
States senate refnsed fo ratify it can 
now defeat the work of peace. 

America, Russia Further Isolated. 

Suecess at Locarno adds to the ever- 
increasing isolation from. Europe of 
the United States and soviet Russia. 

Now that agreement finally has 
‘been reached on a basis of equality 
among the nations which 
against each other from 1914 to 1918, 
ithe statesmen at Locarno admit that 
the six years of post-par bitterness, 
from which Europe emerged Thurs- 
day, was leading toward a new war. 

Members of the various delegations 
which have labored here summarize 
the results of their work as the open- 
ling of a new era of friendly collabora- 
tion. Locarno has accomplished what 
Versailles failed to attain. It is 
expected to do fer European pacifica- 
tion what the Dawes plan did for rep- 
arations. 

Approach United Whole. 

With the adoption by the various 
governments of the Rhineland pact 
and the arbitration treaties Thursday, 
Europe will more nearly approach the 
status of a united whole than at any 
time in her history. Although she 
still will be divided politically and 
racially, the linking of seven princi- 
pal states in a friendly, unwarlike 
chain would constitute the foundation 
of an economically united Europe. 
This admittedly was the fundamental 
conception of both Foreign Minister 
Briand. of France, and Ch: ancellor Lu- 
,ther, of Germany. They said repeat- 
iedly that unless Europe could find a 
basis of peace, permitting her fullest 
bommellbe: development, she would be 
‘doomed within a few years to be- 
come the economic slave of other con- 
tinents. 

Neither the United States nor Rus- 
Sia Was represented or, apparently, 
exercised the slightest influence at 
the conference. Germany’s entrance 
into the league of nations not only 
is calculated to vitalize the league, 
‘but to render disarmament possible 
;and: perhaps to provide the league 
with its long-awaited opportunity to 
seize world leadership in this matter 
from Washington. No European na- 
tion, once the seven nations have ac-

$85, 000 ReturnsFromEurope 


New York, October 15.—((A#)—Ar- 
rested as he arrived on a liner from 
Germany today, Fred Turner, 39, 
a former mine forman at McCarr, 


‘Pike county, 


Kentucky, was formally 
charged with being a fugitive from 
justice on a charge of murder. He 
is wanted in connection with a mine 
bomb explosion which killed two men, 
one of whom was identified as Turner 
by relatives who collected $85,000 in- 
surance, 

Turner admitted fleeing to Europe 
after the explosion so that he would 
be thought dead. 

Turner told police he returned to 
this country because he was tired of 
trying to create a “new life and a 
new personality” and had not the de- 
tectives arrested him at the pier he 
would have surrendered himself. 


The explosion on which the murder 
charge is based, occurred in January 
1924. Two miners were killed, both 
badly burned and mutilated. One 
later was identified as Turner by 
Turner’s relatives. In the meantime 
Turner had disappeared. 


Today Turner admitted that “cer- 
tain of his relatives” induced him to 
feign death. He says that he under- 
stands that his sister obtained a large | 
amount from a policy and his wife | 
money from another policy. 

Turner arrived in the United States 
from Germany, where he fled shortly 
after the explosion, virtually penni- | 
less. He came back in second cabin | 
quarters and carried all his belongings 
in a paper suitcase. 

He was identified at lice head- 
quarters by Taylor Hatfield of the 
feudist family of that name, who is 
a deputy sheriff in Pike county. Hat- 
field obtained Turner's arrest on pa- 
pers issuesd by the county court, 
charging him with fleeing justice on a 
charge of murder. Other than saying 
the murder charge was based on the 
alleged bomb explosion, Hatfield re- 
vealed no details of the charges 
against Turner.

Vice President Says He

DAWES QUESTFONS 
SINCERITY OF FOES 


Says Essential Rights of 


State, Minority or Indi- 
vidual, Are Maintained 
Under Changes. 


Pledging himself to wage relentless 
war for reform in the rules of the 
United States senate which will abel- 
ish the power of unlimited debate and 
declaring that he will carry his fight 
to the people of the United States 
and not to the individual members 
of the senate, General Charles G. 
Dawes, vice president of the United 
States, told an audience of between 4,- 
000 and 5,000 people Thursday night 
at the-Atlanta auditorium that this 
reform is one of the most vital needs 
of this country today. 


The vice president deplored the re- - 


vival of sectional issues by public men 
opposed to a change in United States 
senate rules. 

He mentioned the force bill, which, 
he said, was an example of unjust. 
legislation. While it is trne, he as- 
serted, that the force bill was killed 
by a filibuster, this fact cannot fairly 
be used as an argument in favor of 
filibusters. . 

“The present rule of the United 
States senate which makes filibustering 
possible and which requires a two- 
thirds vote to check debate is, an out- 
rage on America’s constitutional gov- 
ernment,” General Dawes declared. “I

London, October 15.—The police 
are preparing to handle a crowd of 
half a million persons around the 
gates of Buckingham palace when the 
Prince of Wales drives up with the 
king and queen Friday on his return 
from an 18,000-mile journey to South 
Africa and. South America. 

The route from Victoria station to 
the palace will be lined by other 
thousands in the first great gala day 
of the fall season. 

Gossipy persons are interested in 
a three-line item buried in the news- 
papers Thursday, relating that Prin- 
cess Ileana, of Roumania, had re- 
turned to England to resume her 
studies. It has been reported fre- 
quently that Queen Marie, Ileana’s 
mother, has selected her youngest 
daughter as the future Princess of 
Wales, or failing that, to be the bride 
of Prinee Henry or Prince George. 


The chances for such a match, how- 
ever, are negligible, although Ileana 
is one of the really beautiful prin- 
cesses, 

Wales will disembark from the bat- 
tle cruiser Repulse at Portsmouth 
Friday morning and come to London 
by rail. His father and mother will 
greet him at the station, a guard of 
honor will present arms, and the 
prince will be off in a royal carriage 
for Buckingham palace, escorted by a 
detachment of mounted men. 

Although the chances of the prince 
wedding a Roumanian princess are 
slight, it is generally expected that 
if Wales intends to marry at all, he 
will get about it soon, as his journey 
to the southern continents was the 
last function of that Kind on his 
schedule, and it is desirable that when 
he mounts the throne, he shall have 
a queen to sit at his left hand.

parts of which were substituted by 
congress last year for the “Mellon 
plan.’”’ which was almost completely 
wrecked. 

Garner, however, would go further 
than Swanson, and extend time for 
retirement of the public debt to 62 
years, the time for payment of for- 
eign war debts under the plans of 
settlement which have been adopted, 
modeled after the British plan. 

Under such policies as advocated by 
Swanson and Garner, the amount 
available for a tax cut this year 
would be $600.000,000 or more. 

Not Very Far Apart. 

Some idea of the democratic posi- 
tion in tax legislation was given by 
Garner, who has just arrived here 
for the committee meeting. His pro- 
posals, which he emphasized, are pre- 
liminary and subject to change, are 
not as far from those advocated by 
the administration as was the case 
last year. This augurs easier sledding 
for a bill this year. 

Garner and the treasury are in ac- 
cord on the surtax, with the maxi- 
mum at 25 per cent, though the ad- 
ministration would like still further 
reductions. 

The Texas representative joins with 
Chairman Green, of the committee, 
republican, in favoring retention of 
the estate tax, with a reduction from 
2 maximum of 40 per cent to 2d, 
and raising the minimum, on which a 
tax is paid from $50,000 to $100,0000. 
The treasury advocates abolition of 
this tax, which it would leave to the 
states, but probably will take some 
such plan as Green’s in view of the 
opposition in congress to its repeal. 

Would Raise Exemptions. 

Garner favors raising the present 
exemptions so as to give the small 
taxpayer further relief. The treasury 
holds that the small taxpayer received 
sufficient relief in the last bill. 

The democratic tax leader advocates 
repeal of as many socalled “nuisance” 
and war excise taxes as possible, in- 
cluding that on automobiles. The 
treasury favors repeal of some of these 
taxes, but opposes abolition of the 
automobile tax, which brings in about 


$130,000,000 a year.

Five Treaties Are Dratted } 
To Bar War From Europe 


Locarno, Switzerland, October 15.—Five’ pacts or treaties, de- 
signed to bar war from Europe, have been drafted at Locarno. They 
are: 

Rhineland pact. 

Franco-German arbitration treaty. 

Belgo-German arbitration treaty. 

Polish-German arbitration treaty. 

Czecho-Slovakian-German arbitration treaty. 

The pact has been adopted. The French and Belgian treaties have 
been approved by the respective delegations. Details of the Polish 
and Czech treaties with Germany are being worked out now. 

The Rhineland pact is between France and Germany, but will 
bear the signatures of British and Italian delegates as a guarantee. lt 
is a “peace pact,” designed to maintain peace along the Rhine. 

Each of the other treaties is to assure arbitration of disputes 
between the various signatories. Italy and Britain are not parties to 
these treaties. 

A compromise of the German desire to make the German frontier 
with Poland and Czecho-Slovakia open.to revision by arbitration is 
now being sought. .

MEALTH TALKS

MORE ASTHMATIC WHEEZES. 
Real, bronchial or spasmodic, asth- 
ma is a protean and perhaps in most 
cases a protein problem, like urtica- 
ria, commonly called hives, a_ blood 
relative of asthma, both asthma and 
hives being so to speak sired by Al- 
lergy anddamned by Anaphylaxis. 
The protein. substance usually re- 
sponsible for asthma or hives is a for- 
eign one, that a protein which is 
not normally produced in the body 
and not normally acceptable to the 
body as food or otherwise. 
it is probable that the foreign pro- 
tein which is responsible for the re- 
action we recognize as astlima or as 
hives gains entrance to the blood 
through some abnormal route, and 
not through the regular or normal 
process of digestion. When the for- 
eign protein is a food protein, say 
white of egg, or the protein of straw- 
berry or of lobster. it probably gains 
entrance to the blood 
through some lesion such as an ulcer 
in the stomach or intestine or through

the normal processes of food absorp- 


tion but in an incompletely digested 
Other abnormal routes by 
which protein material may enter the 
blood are inhalation (say of the dan- 
der or feather dust of An animal or 
fowl); possibly direct penetration of 
the nose by the sharp or spiked pol- 
len granules (in hay fever particu- 
Jurly); and sometimes by hypodermic 
injection, say in the anaphylaxis or 
allergy or protein poisoning some- 
times produced by a dose of anti- 
toxin or serum. Finally, scientific 
research students hold that the origin 
of the foregoing or abnormal protein 
in some instances is an abnormal 
putrefaction or decomposition in the 
gastro-intestinal tract—a genuine il- 
lustration of a state which is ordi- 
narily only theoretical, auto-intoxica- 
tion; but this aunto-intoxication hy- 
pothesis is far less convincing than 
the hypothesis that the guilty protein 
poison is produced by bacterial ac- 
tivity in some focus of infection.

Plenary Session Saturday. 


The conference will meet in plenary 
session Saturday at a. m. to ap- 
prove the pact and the four treaties. 
This approval will not bring the 
agreements into effect. Each must 
be approved by the interested govern- 
ments. All five of the agreements 
will have to be approved by the Ger- 
man cabinet and passed by the reich- 
stag. ‘The pact alone will go before. 
the British and Italian governments 
and parliaments. Two each will be 
presented in Paris. Brussels, Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia will each con- 
sider one. These various ratifications 
are expected to be completed within 
a fortnight, when another conference 
session will be held in London for 
the final signatures. 

In accepting the Rhineland pact, 
Germany has agreed to enter the 
league of nations, leaving soviet Rus- 
sia and the United States the only 
two of the great powers which are 
non-members of the Geneva society. 
In the event that Germany capplies 
immediately for*~ membership, as pe- 
cial session of the assembly would be 
summoned either in December or early 
January for the formal election.

Within a year, Coolidge has ge- 
lected cabinet members and one mem-

It began with Secretary of State 
Kellogg from Minnesota, and has in- 
cluded Secretary of Agriculture Jar- 
dine, from Kansas: Secretary of War 
Davis, from Missouri, and now 
MacNider, from Iowa; a string of 
neighboring states.

Washington, October 15.—(/)— 
Secretary Davis, whose position at 
the head of the labor department puts 
him in direct charge of immigration 
law administration, has just published 
a book urging selection at the source 
for all future immigration to the 
United States. He proposes that a 
certificate issued by the United States 
consular officer abroad be required of 
each immigrant and that such a sys-

“The immigration certificate would 
be issued only when the applicant 
had made clear his admissability under 
the immigration laws of the United 
States,” the-secretary says. “The is- 
suance of certificates to these classes 
of immigrants should provide for giv- 
ing preference to the husbands, wives, 
minor children and fathers and moth- 
ers of alien residents who have de- 
clared their intention to become citi- 
zens.”

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; Aircraft Builders Resent 


Mitchell Attack on Industry 
As Obsolete and Inefficient 


Foreign Markets Virtual- 
ly Destroyed by His 
Criticisms, They Tell 
Aircraft Inquiry Board. 


Washington, October 15. — The 
American aircraft industry, attacked 
for alleged failure to keep up with 
aviation progress, came to its own de- 
fense Thursday before the president's 
special aircraft inquiry board. 

The industry, its representatives de- 
elared, is not inefficient and obsolete 
as has been charged, but is ‘away 
ahead of the aviation industry of any 
other country. 

Pointing out that since the begin- 
ning of heavier-than-air craft, the 
United States has steadily maintained 
the lead in the tremendous advances 
made in aviation, witnessés in turn 
bitterly charged that, after doing 
everything possible for its betterment, 
the industry is suffering badly from 
the attacks aimed at it by Colonel 
William Mitchell and other airmen. 

Have Lost Foreign Business. 

One of th® speakers, Grover Loe- 
ning, president of the Loening Aero- 
nautical Engineering corporation of 


- New York-city, and one time assistant 


to Orville Wright, aviation pioneer, 
attacked Mitchell's charges as “un- 
fair’ and “exceedingly hateful to the 
industry. He added that his criticism 
has reacted so unfavorably that vir- 
tually all of the aircraft builders of 
the United States have lost all chance 
of competing in several foreign mar- 
kets, notably in South America. 

No country in the world is any bet- 
ter off today than the United States 
in aviation material, Loening told the 
board. 

“To say that American aviation is 
obsolete is not true,” he declared. 

Loening took to task Representative 
Madden, chairman of the house appro- 
priationg committee, for intimating 
that the alleged waste of an extrava- 
gant expenditure of governmental 
money for aviation had gone into an 
equally extravagant industry. 

Got Less Than 1 Per Cent. 

“We hear a lot about this 3435,- 
000,000 spent by the government for 
aviation since the war. Where it has 
gone is your business and_not ours, 
but the fact is that the aircraft in- 
dustry in this country received less 
than one per cent of the amount ap- 
propriated.”’ 

With other speakers for the air- 
eraft builders, including Glenn Ih. 
Martin, of Cleveland; Chester W. 
Cathell, of New York; C. M. Keyes, 
of the Curtis company; Lieutenant 
Carl Harris, of the Huff-Deland com- 
pany, Loening attacked the proposal 
for creation of a department of civil 
aviation, with regulatory powers over 
commercial aircraft. They joined in 
declaring that government regulation 
would ruin the business. 
voeated licensing of air pilots, legis- 
lation to assure proprietary rights in 
aircraft design and cooperation, not 
competition from experts in the gov- 
ernment’s service. 

Lieutenant Commander Richard F. 
Byrd, just back from the Arctic, where 
he was in command of naval aviation 
with the MacMillan expedition at- 
tempting to fly to the Pole, answered 
critics who had told the board that the 
expedition was a failure and was 
gotten up “in a haphazard manner. 
He lauded the work of the expedition 
and its personnel and argued its worth 
to science.

Recommendations that trading rules |

“It is difficult for the smaller 
firms, and especially those just get- 
ting into business.” he declared, “to 
compete successfully because of the 
difficulty in getting this information.” 

Discussing the foreign textile sit- 
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uation, he asserted that while pro- 
duction in England nad been greatly 
reduced since the war on account of 
the decreased buying power of Indi 
and China, a recovery was now in 
evidence. Italy, he said, is taking 
more American cotton to meet the 
demand for lower-grade products, and 
the German mills earned money up 
to June, when production began to 
outrun sales. France is almost back 
fo pre-war production, he reported. 
having taken nearly 1,000,000 bales of 
American cotton this vear.

When he arrived at Atlanta, he 
showed signs of emaciation due to 
his long, self-imposed fast, but rav- 
enously began eating, it was said.

It was several days after his cap- 
ture before officials learned that Gard- 
ner was the man who had so: un- 
expectedly fallen again into the 
clutches of the law.
